These men, out of 
work through their own stupidity and 
that of their leaders, now demand, and 
have succeeded in wringing, from a spend- 
thrift Government the acceptance of the 
principle that they, as well as the ex- 
soldier, are entitled to be supported in 
the idleness which they have wantonly 
produced. The taxpayer is & willing 
beast, but he can pay just so much and 
no more. The remedy, however, is in 
the ex-soldier's hands. There is work for 
only a certain proportion of the industrial 
population. If all are to share in the 
work, none can earn a living wage. Only 
a percentage, therefore—the most skilled 
and the most industrious—will be em- 
ployed and the rest will be left on their 
own resources. An instance of what will 
soon be the position everywhere is now to 
be seen in the Durham mining industry. 
Scarcely a third of the Durham miners 
are back at work, but that third is pro- 
ducing already an output equal to the out- 
put of the district for 1914, when all were 
employed. Naturally, the best workers 
have been kept and the worst allowed to 
go. Because, when his union is not look- 
ing, the British workman is still an in- 
telligent individualist, the employed third 
will continue to work their hardest and 
take the proceeds, instead of loafing and 
having their pay envelopes divided by 
three. The remedy of the ex-soldier is to 
be one of the hard workers. If he has 
not already had his chance, the industrial 
future holds it for him.

Ex-Soldiers and Industry. 


Karl Haig has reminded the British 
‘people on the seventh anniversary of the 
outbreak of the great war that one 
million ex-soldiers are out of employ- 
ment. Their position is due almost 
entirely to the sloth and greed of 
their fellow-workers. The facts are 
unpleasantly simple. During the war the 
British working man received wages im- 
measurably in excess of their economic 
value, and the difference was shouldered 
by the nation as a part of the national 
debt. When the war stopped it became 
obvious that the nation could not go any 
further into debt to pay excessive wages 
to the working classes. The latter, 
naturally enough, were highly unwilling 
to have their wages reduced and have 
fought strenuously against every and any 
reduction. Unfortunately, they have 
chosen to fight in a way which is likely to 
prove disastrous to the nation without 
securing any advantage to themselves. 
Had they worked harder and produced 
sovereigns would have 
become worth thirty shillings in purchas- 
ing power and a proportionate reduction 
in the scale of pay would not have been 
felt. The workmen, however, preferred to 
clamour for shorter hours and to produce 
less in those hours, or to do no work st 
all for months on end, while their foolish 
leaders fought with the employers and 
toyed with revolutionary doctrines. In

Great Houses. 


The burden of taxation is crashing the 
life out of rural England. During the 
last two years many great landowners have 
been forced to sell their historic mansions 
and estates, and many others have been 
compelled to effect economies which weigh 
heavily upon their tenants. The Duke of 
Portland has just teld a gathering of his 
tenants that “he fears there can be litfle 
doubt that those who come after him will 
not be able to live at Welbeck.”” The 
charges on land, the demands of the in- 
come tax collector, and the prospect of 
heavy death he added, made a 
closing down of the larger country houses 
almost inevitable when the present genera- 
tion had passed away. England owes much 
to the old landowning class. A prevalence 
of small owners, weak, impoverished, and 
without sufficient capital. to farm -well, 
would not be to the national advantage. 
At present the farmer is exposed to taxa- 
tion which may rob him of his profits and 
retuce him to the verge of bankruptcy in 
a bad season. He has a sure support, 
however, in his landlord. He knows that, 
if his case is reasonable, the rent may be 
allowed to lie in arrears for a few months 
and that he will not be pressed unduly. 
lf, however, the great landowner disa»- 
pears, the farmer will have no reserve of 
strength and the land will fall into dis- 
Men like the Duke of Portland do 
not reveal their financial affairs to the 
world for the sake of notoriety.

NEW ORDER BY THE LORD 
LIEUTENANT, 

Several Orders made by the Lord Licutenant 
regarding the holding of inquests on dead bodies 
by persons authorised bv the Competent Military 
Authority are published in the Dublin Gazette 
Each Order recites Regulatioa 81 of the Regula- 
‘ions made under the Restoration of Order in 
lreland Act, 1920 and proceeds :—'' Now We 
the Lord Lieutenant-General and General 
Governor of Ireland, in exercise of the powers 
conferred upon Us by the%Restoration of Order 
in Ireland Act, 1990. and the Regulations made 
thereunder and of every other power U there- 
unto enabling, do hereby order and dir that 
in the area specified in the Schedule hereto the 
holding of inquests by coroners on dead bodies. 
save and except in any case in which the holding 
of an inquest by a coroner on a dead body may 
be authorised by the Competent Military Autho- 
rity, is prohibited; and We hereby further direct 
that, save and except in the cases of inquests by 
coroners on dead bodies authorised by the 
Competent Military Authority, the duties of a 
coroner and a coroner’s jury as respects any 
inquests which are required to be held in the 
area specified in the hedule hereto shall be 
performed by a Court of I uiry constituted 
under the Army Act instead of by a coroner and 
jury. And We do hereby further order and 
direct that the order made on the 4th day of 


April, 1921, prohibiting the holding of inquests‘

revoked.”’

RUSSIA’S DEBTS TO BE 
| ACKNOWLEDGED. 


Telegraphing from Helsingfors on Wednes- 
day (delayed), Reuter’s Correspondent savs— 
The famine in Russia is stated to be worst in 
the Governments of Samara and Saratoff, the 
populations of which are fleeing. Fugitives, a 
report deciares, are not allowed to enter 
Moscow, which is surrounded by a strong mili- 
tary cordon. Some of the smaller towns in 
South Russia have been looted by the refugees. 
__Reptesentatives of the Soviet Government in 
Helsingfors deny the report of an insurrection 
in Moscow and other towns. They also deny 
the report of a yveneral mobilization. i 

LENIN’S PLANS. 

Reuter'’s Vienna Correspondent telegraphs—A 
Reval message to the Ukrainian newspaper 
Tiureau says that Lenin intends to recognise 
Russia’s debts in order to obtain foreign help in 
the struggle against famine. A European con- 
ference would then be convoked to arrange for 
economic relations with the various countries. 

The rumour ig circulating, adds the despatch, 
that Lenin intends going to London to iry to 
enter into relations with the League of Nations. 

AMERICAN RELIEF WORK. 

A Weshington telegram, . dated Friday, 
states :—Mr. oover announces that every 
dollar expended by the American Commitee 
for the relief of famine in Ruasia in the pur- 
chase of supplies will be spent in the United 
States. 

General Booth has received a message from 
the Salvation Army representatives in Moscow, 
stating that they are in touch with a million 
starving Russian people, and imploring assist- 


ance. 

A RUMOURED ANGLO-GERMAN PLAN. 

The Matin published an article on the subject 
of the alleged Anglo-German plan for the ex- 
ploitation of Russia. The story, which is not an en 
tirely new one, says tbat on its political side 
the scheme contemplates the removal of MM. 
Trotsky, Zinovieff, and Chitcherin, and the for- 
mation of a Socialist Ministry under K,rassin, 
the members of which would be chosen by 
Great Britain. 

HELP FROM POLAND. 

In a telegram dated Thursday received from 
Warsaw. Reuter’s Oorrespondent says—The In- 
ternationa: Commitiee of the Red Cross Asso- 
mation, which is directing relief work for 
Russia, has received a promise from the Polish 
Government that Poland will hand over for its 
use all her wide gauge railway trucks for ‘the 
transport of food and medical stores to Russia

THE PACIFIC PROBLEM. 

The Imperial Conference heid its final session 
yesterday. The proceedings commenced on 
June 20th. Thirty-four plenary meetings have 
taken place, in addition to which the Premiers 
met on eleven occastons, and there were eight 
meetings of committees at the Colonial Office. 

An official summary of “ the transactions,”’ 
issued fast night, states that the greater part 
of the proceedings, particularly that relating to 
foreign affairs and defence, was of a: highly 
confidential character, while, other parts were 
intermingled with matter which must, for the 


present, be kept confidential, but an _ indica- 
tion is given of their genera! tenor. The dis- 
cussions on foreign policy revealed an un- 


animous Opinion as to the main lines to be 
followed, and a deep conviction that the whole 
weight of the Empire should @e concentrated 
behind a united understanding and conmmon 
action in foreign affairs. 

. It was unanimously felt that the policy of 
the British Empire could not be adequately re- 
presentative of democratic opinion throughout 
its peoples tnnless representatives of the 
Dominions and India were frequently asgo- 
ciated with those of the United Kimgdom an 
considering and determining the course to jhe 
pursued. 

Following the precedent /oreated *by the Im- 
perial War Cabine?, the Domiions Premicra 
were invited to meeting of the British Cabinet 
to deal with impemial and foreign questions. 
The main hnes of the British policy in con- 
nection with the Upper Silesian question re- 
ceived the unanimous approval of the Con- 
ference, aud the idea was mooted that pre- 
hminarv eonversations .or consultations should 
be held in connection with President Hard- 
ing’s Disarmament and Far East Conference, 
but; as the American Government did not 
favour the idea, it was dropped with the 
utmost regret by the Imperial Conference. The 
Japanese Government, it is explained, had 
signified its willingness to participate in) the 
suggested conversations, and, holding the firm 
belief that without a pacific understanding™he 
Conference on Disarmament would find ity less 
easy to attain the supreme results hoped for, 
the Imperial Conference made ihe proposal in 
order to remove every possible obstacle from 
the path of the Washington meeting, which 
they desired to see attended with complete and 
triumphant success. 

While recognising the necessiiy for oe | 
tion among the various-portions of the Empif® 
to provide such naval defence as may prove 
essential for security, and while holding that 
equality with naval strength of any other 
Power is a minimum standard for that pur- 
pose, the Conference decided that the ques- 
tions of method and expense should be de- 
ferred until after the coming Disarmament 
Conference.

tioned as follows:—-United Kingdom, 86.85 per 
cent.: minor Colanies, .80; Canada, 4.35;

stitutional relation of the component parts of 
the Empire, have reached the following con- 
clusions—(a) Continuous consultation, to which 
the Prime Ministers attach no less importance 
than the Imperial War Conference of 1917, 
can omy he secured by a subgtantial improve- 
ment in the communication between the com- 
ponent parts of the Empire. * Having regard 
to the constitutional developments sinec 1917, 
no advantage is to ‘be gained by holding a 
constitutional conference. (b) The Prime 
Ministers of the United Kingdom and the 
Dominions and.the representatives of India 
should aim at meeting annually, or at such 
longer intervals as may prove feasible. (c) 
The existing practice of direct communication 
between the Prime Ministers of the United 
Kingdom and the Dominions, ag well as: the 
right of the latter to nominate Cabinet 
Ministers to represent them in consultation 
with the Prime Minister of the United King- 
dom,’ are ,maintained.”’

CQNFERENCE IN LONDON, 

The threatened railway trouble in Ireland, 
following the announcement of a reduction in 
the wages of Irish railwaymen with the ter- 
mination of the State control on Mon- 


day week was discussed at a conference at 
the Ministry of Transport, London, yesterday, 
between of the Irish railway

companies and railway trade unions, including 
the Irish officials of the unions. It is contended 
by the companies that when they are left to 
their own resources the present wages can only 
be maintained by increased rates and fares, and 
that the burden would be then too great for 
the public. Wage cuts have, therefore, been 
declarej to be inevitable. 

The preposal has been to reduce wages by 
instalments of three cute, leaving them atill 
100 ner cent. or more above pre-war figures, 

The reduction has heen strenuously opposed 
by the men, and a general stoppage of Irish 
labour wae threatened at the Trade Union 
Congress in Dublin this week if the cunts were 
insisted upon. 

The object of yesterday's conference was to 
endeavour to reach an agreement, which will 
avoid trouble on Monday week. The. proceed- 
ings Jasted all day, and were still in progress 
in the afternoon. 


MR. THOMAS’S STATEMENT, 


The conference lasted until 7.30 last evening, 
when Mr. J. H. Thomas, M.P., made the follow- 
ing statement :— 

“Negotiations between the Irish railway 
companies and the National Union of Railway- 
men, the Rajlway Clerks’ Association, and the 
Associated Society of Locomotive Engineers and 
Firemen have taken place to-day, owing to the 
very serious situation which is created by de- 
control, which takes place this month. Various 
proposals were made by the railway companies, 
conditionally upon the removal of the block.to 
the Railways Bill now before Parliament. The } 
whole of the Irish railways have’ agreed, with 
the exception of the Great Northern, and we 
feel that it will be nothing short of a calamity 
for a dispute of any kind to occur at this time, 
when there ie an atmosphere of peace in Ireland. 
We have informed the Government that they 
nught not to allow one company out of thirty- 
two to be a barrier to a settlement. In spite of 
all the talk about threats of a stoppage, I am 
still satisfied that the matter in dispute ís 
capable of adjustment. We must not allow one 
company, whether it be North or South, to be 
a barrier to a settlement that not only affects 
the railways, but must of necessity affect the 
whole Trish problem. The Government are 
tully alive to the situation.” 

Mr. Thomas added that the negotiations would 
be resumed in Ireland on Monday morning. 

Mr. Walkden, General Secretary of the Rail- 
way Clerks’ Association, informed a Press re- 
presentative that, with the exception of the 
Great Northern, the whole of the Irish railway 
companies had agreed to certain proposals to 
form the basis of an agreement after further 
discussion.

the South of Ireland. 

With reference to the latter. 
Cabinet has already communicated to 
British Government its observations. 

The decision of Mr. de Valera and his col- 
leagues to call a meeting of Dail Eireann is 
regarded in the North as a favourable sign, in- 
dicating that the Government proposa arte 
worth putting before that body. It might be 
mentioned that Dail Eireann evidently considers 
the members elected io the Northern Parlia- 
ment members of their assembly, and after the 
recent elections sent ont notifications to that 
effect.

CARUSO'’S FUNERAL, 
IMPRESSIVE CEREMONIAL. 

A Naples telegram, dated Thursday, states :— 
The funeral of Signor Caruso took place to- 
day in the presence of an unprecedentedly large 
crowd. Jn the morning a Requiem Mags was 
sung at the Church of San Francisco di Pag¢lo 
by the tenor, Signor Deluccia, and a choir’ of 
two hundred voices. Then im the afternoon 
the coffin, composed of a crystal casket, en- 
closed in wood. was transferred to a hearse. 
drawn by six horses. A cordon of troops had 
difficulty in keeping back the crowd that had 
assembled in the square outside. The chureh 
windows, balconies, and roofs, too, were filled 
with people. - Aneeches having been delivered 
outside the church by the Prefect, in the mame 
of the King and the Government; by the 
Director of the Conservatoire, and by repre- 
sentatives of the Mayor and the artisis of 
Naples, the procession was formed, with the 
Municipal Guard in front, and the _ clergy 
follewing behind the hearse, which was covered 
with wreaths, including wreaths from Queen 
Mary of England and the City of New York. 
Other carriages bore yet more wreaths, some 
hundreds of which had been sent. A town 
band played funeral marches as the procession 
passed along the etreets. The hearse pro- 
ceeded slowly from the Piazza del Plebiscito to 
the place of burial, where the coffin was re- 
moved and temporarily placed ina vault of the 
Canessa family. Signor Caruso’s own vault awaits 
completion of a monument, which ia to 

executed by Signor Cifareillo. All the shope 
in the city closed as a sign of mourning, and 
an aeroplane flew above the funeral procession. 
No euch funeral has been witnessed in Naples 
for many years paat.

James Gibson and Son, Mary street, and the 
Communion rails by Meesrs. T, HE. Scott and 
Co., Abbey street. 

The Archbishop of Dublin, who was the 
special preacher, epoke from the text, ‘‘ Be ye 
doers of the word, and not hearers only, de-.

THE HORSE SHOW. 


’ NEW FEATURES AND 
ATTRAETIONS. 


SOME NOTEWORTHY 
IMPROVEMENTS, 


The annual Horse Show, under the auspices 
of the Roya! Dublin Society, will open its gates 
to the public on Tuesday morning next, and 
from that until Friday evening the beautiful 
premises at Ballsbridge will be the centre 
around which all that is best and most active 
in Irish life will revolve. A visit to the show 
yard yesterday, under the guidance of Mr. 
Bohane, the Agricultural Superintendent, re- 
vealed in a striking way the remarkable pro- 

ess that has been made in the preparations 
for the show. Never before have ee gate: 1 
presented a sore agreeable appearance than 
they do at present. The various buildings 
have been painted and decorated, and it may be 
said without fear of contradiction ghat the en- 
tire premises are without a rival their kind 
in any part of the world. 

_' A COMPARISON. 

There are in the United States in the Argen- 
tine, and in other countries permanent 
show grounds which look well, but for stability 
of buidings and extent and beauty of the 
grounds, as well as for the quality of the 
animals that are shown, Balisbridge siands pre- 
eminent. Aji boss and stalls for the 
animals are now actually bedded down. and 
ready to receive their tenants, the first consign- 
ment of which will arrive to-day. Special trains 
have been arranged to bring some others to- 
morrow, and the final lot will reach the grounds 
on Monday, so that when the yard is opened 
to the public on Tuesday everything will be 
complete, and even the last nail will have been 
driven home in the work of preparation for the 
trade exhibits, of which there will be a goodly 
collection. © 

The fixin up of stands in the Central Hal! 
proceeded briskly yesterday, and the Superin- 
tendent assured our re ntative that the dis- 
play of Irish-made ; Which will be brought 
gether here will surpass anything of the kind 
hitherto ‘shown at Ballsbridge. All the stands, 
with one or two small exceptions, are occupied 
by Irish firms, who seem determined to demon- 
strate that, given fair play and opportunity, 
this country will be able to take its proper 
position m the commercial world. 

COUNTRYSIDE EXHIBITION. 

In a pavilion adjoining Simmonscourt road 
there will be an Irish Countryside Exhibition of 
hand-spinning and weaving, which will present 
to the visitor a picture in miniature of some 
Irish industries as they were carried on in the 
days of our grandfathers and before. the intro- 
duction of machinery. It will be remembered 
thet at last year’s Spring Show an exinbit of 
this kind, in a small way, was introduced for 
the first time, mainly, it may be said, through 
the energetic efforts of the Rev. Peter Cone- 


fry, of Killoe; County Longford. A few 
years ago he a to revive these. in- 
dustries amongst his people, and the 


t has proved a benefit to the entire 
community in the district. He brought upwards 
of sixty workers of this class to the 
1920 Spring Show. Amongst them were two 
women, who were each nearly 80 years of 
age, and who, in coming to Dublin on that 
occasion, travelled for the first time in a rail- 
way train. This section of that show proved 
an immediate success and became extreme! 
popular, so that the Royal Dublin Society felt 
that-the efforts of Father Conefry should be 
recognised, and they accordingly awarded him 
the Society's silver medal for his excellent 
work in reviving these cottage industries in the 
County Longford. When this year’s Spring 
Show had to be abandoned it was felt that an 
effort should be made to re-introduce this 
section at the Horse Show, with the result that 
upwards of one hundred persons will be er- 
gaged in displaying their work at suitable ours 
on each day of the show. The Camp of rural 
Irish manual workers, it is believed. will be 
not the least attractive feature of the show. 
There will be country, dances and light music, 
as on the village green, and work and pilav, so 
happily blended, will bring back memories of 
bygene days to many of the visitors. 

IRISH LACE. 

In the Art Industries Hali there will be a 
collection of Irish laces which will delight the 
connoisseur. This feature of the society's 
work has always been greatly appreciated, and 
although the conditions in Ireland for the past 
few years militated against the making of 
some of the finer fabrics, there can be no doubt 
that the products of some of the convents 
throughout the country will make a strong ap- 
peal to all who value, and can afford to buy, 
this beautiful work. 

THE JUMPING COMPETITIONS. 

After all, it. may be said that, of the 
numeroug attractions of ithe show, apart from 
the judging of the varioug classes of animals, 
the j ing competitions stand in the front 
rank. Horse Show Committee, in their 
determination to keep the jumping in the fore- 
front, have re-modelled this part of their work, 
go as to bring it thoroughly up-to-date. Hither- 
to jumping has been confined to the last three 
days of the show, but this year there will be 
an open jumping competition, for which no 
fewer than fifty horses have been entered, on 
the afternoon of. the first day. In this com- 
petition, we are tok, the ‘cracks’ of the best 
shows will make their appearance. In Wednes- 
day's competitions the “Champion Wall” is 
open to all comers, last year’s winner not being 
debarred, as he was in previous years. A some- 
what similar improvement has been made for 
Thursday, when the great contest for the cham- 
pionship over the course will take place. Last 
year’s winners will be allowed to come and 
defend their title to the championship, ' and 
retain it if they can. The event will be a 
real live championship, and not, as in the past, 
when the feeling was sometimes present that 
the best horse was not permitted to enter. The 
prizes, too, have been maetrally m- 
creased, and in the case of the champion over 
the course, the first prize is £10 in cash; the 
second is £50, the third £30, and the fourth 
£20. 


HARNESS COMPETITIONS. 
In addition. there will be harness competi- 
tions every afternoon, finishing on Friday with 
the popular Hackney-car Class, where “‘jarvies’ 
will have an opportunity of renewing their 
friendly encounters of: pre-war. days.. 
The comfort of visitors to the show has not 
been overlooked. Throughout the grounds, as 
in the Central Hall, seats will be found in 
every convenient nook and corner, so that at 
least 4,000 persons can be accommodated. The 
railway companies are offering travelling fac:li- 
ties at reduced rates during the four days, 
and it may be expected that there will be a 
large influx of visitors to Dublin, 
His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant has inti- 
mated that he will visit the show on Wednes- 
day and Thursday, and that he will be ac- 
companied by a large house party from the 
Viceregal Lodge. 
HOTEL LICENCES. 
The Recorder of Dublin, at a special sitting, 
has granted to the members’ of the Hotel, 
Restaurant, and Catering Association of Ire- 
land, Ltd., an extension of hours during Horse 
Show week, enabling them to supply liquors 
and meals up to 11.45 o'clock each night, on the 
understanding that the premises are cleared of 
all customers by midnight. 

RAILWAY FACILITIES. 

The four railway companies having termini 
in Dublin are affording special facilities next 
week in connection with the Horse Show. 
The Great Southern and Western Railway 
Company announces that return tiekets avail- 
able up to and including 15th August will be 
issued at reduced fares. The tickets issued on 
Tuesday and Wednesday will be available by 
morning trains up till noon.

EQUAL TREATMENT WITH 
MEN. 


THE GOVERNMENT’S 
PROMISE. 


In the House’ of Commons yesterday, 

Major Hills called attention to the reguiations 
with reference to women in the Civil Service, 
and moved a Jong resolution, the effect of which 
was to open the Civil Service to women on the 
same terms as men, and to place them on an 
equality in all respects with men. He said 
that there was the deepest discontent among 
women on this subject, and pointed out that 
the resolution contained a proviso that arrange- 
ments in hand for the inclusion of ex-service 
men on special terms were not to be prevented 
or delayed. 

Sir Samuel Hoare seconded, reminding the 
House that at the last election the Govern- 
ment pledged themselves to equal treatment 
for women. 

Mr. Fildes pointed out that equal pay would 
give an unmarried womau an undue advantage 
over a married man who has a wife and 
family to maintain, 


MR. ASQUITH, 

Mr. Asquith said that after the rights con- 
ferred on women by the passing of the Sex 
Disqualification Removal Act, the Executive had 
no right to cut down or impair the practical 
exercise of women's privileges under that Act 
by administrative action. He could see no 
possible reason why the same examinations 
should not be applied equally to men and 
women. The University of Oxford did so, and 
what was good enough for that University 
ought to be good enough for the Civil Service. 
There was another point in regard to assimila- 
tion. If it was true that in the re-grading that 
was going on women were being prejudiced 
that was a seriois 


to the advantage. of men, 

inroad on the principle of equality which 
Parliament bad deliberately sanctioned. He 
said nothing on the question of the pay. 


What he asked for, and what women asked for, 
was not á status of privilege. If, after an 
examination on equal terms, a woman whe got 
into the Service turned out to be not eo efficient 
as her male competitors in the discharge of her 
duties, no one contended that she ought not to 
ve passed over when promotion came. What 
they really wanted was an efficient Service, 
and they would get it more satisfactorily anc 
more easily in the long run if they threw open 
the door as widely as possible, and interposed 
no sex discriminetion or barrier at any stage. 

Captain Thorpe supported the motion. 

Sir F. Banbury opposed the resolution on 
the ground that the clerical work of women 
was not equal to that of men. 

Mr. W. Graham sak thot the . 
simply gave effect to a princip!e in State affairs 
which was accepted by the great majority of 
the public.

After further discussion, 
SIR ROBERT HORNE. 
Sir R. Horne said that he was prepared 
to go to the full extent of all the pledges 


made in reference to those who supported the 
resolution and those engaged in the admmistra- 
tion of the Civil Service as to the giving of 
women the fullest oppurtunity of exercising all 
the functions which in the ordinary way a 
member of the. Civil Service exercised. The 
real question was how to ensure that women 
should have that opportunity. The Nationa 
Whitley Council came to the conclusion that 
for a period of five years the entrance cf men 
into higher grades of the Civil Service should 


be regulated by selection rather than by 
competition and examination. There was an 
examination, but there was also. selection 
by an authoritative body, as it was 
thought that this gave a. fairer chance 
to women to gain admuissfon to the higher 


grades. He proposed that during the next 
three years the present system should be con- 
tinued, end that at the end of thai period there 
should be the same mode of admission to the 
Civil Service for women as men. (Cheers.) He 
cottld not agree in the present condition of the 
country’s finances that the remuneration of 
women should be immediately placed on the 
same footing as that of men. (Hear, hear.) It 
would cost many miilions. The amount was 
one that be could not contemplate. and it would 
not stop at the Civil Service. No one could 
complain that the salaries at present paid to 
women in the Civil Service were inferior to 
those paid to them in other walks of hie. 
(Hear, hear.) 
THE GOVERNMENT'S PLEDGE. 

In conclusion, he rropceed to substitute for 
the resolution the following words :—* That ‘this 
House approves of temporary regulations tor 
competitions governing the appointment of 
women for siiuations in the new re-Organisa- 
tion classes in the Home Civil Service, pro- 
vided that after a provisional period of three 
years women ehall be admitted to the Civil 
Service under the same reguiations, present or 
future, as provide for and prescribe the mode 
ef admission for men. Provided, further, (1) 


that the allocation by the Civil 
Service Com missioners af... such camdi- 
dates as quality at examinations shall 


be made with due regard to the requirements 
of the situations to be filled; (2) that women 
shall be appointed to and continue to hold posts 
in the Civil Service under the same regulations, 
present or fuíúre, as govern the ciassification 
and, so far as regards status and equalitf, the 
other conditions of service for men; (3) that, 
having régard to the financial position of the 
country, this House cannot commit itself to the 
increases in the Civil Service salaries involved 
in the payment of women in all 
cases at the same rate as men, but the 
question of the remuneration of women as com- 
pared with men sbail be reviewed within a 
period not exceedling three years.” When these 
réguiations were in force, and the selective 
system was also in operation, he said that the 
method of selection would be so conducted as 
in no wise to prejudice women or prevent their 
appointment to positiong of tho service which 
they were fii to occupy. 

Major Hille accepted the Government amend- 
ment. 

Sir. Robert Horne added that he was willing 
to agree to the proviso relating to ex-service 
men 


Major Hills’s resolution was negatived, and’ 
Sir Robert Horne’s amendment, as amended, 
wae agreed io. 


THE TELEPHONE SYSTEM. 

Mr. Kellaway moved the second reading of 
the Telegraph (Money) Bill, which, he said, 
made provision for the expenditure of five 
million pounds on the telephone system. The 
money which would carry the department on 
until the end of April next wae required almost 
entirely for work now in progress. The only 
effect of the rejection of the bill would be that 
the expenditure already made on the develop- 
ment of the trunk service, the provision of new 
Exchanges, and additional private circuits would 


be rendered nugatory, a the money 
already expended would be thrown 
away. The equipment of the Telephone 
Department was not nearly adequate to 


meet existing demands. He maintained that 
the trunk system in this country was now as 
good as wag to be found in America. and he 
hoped that when the present work wae com- 
ploted it would be as good as it could be 


made,

EXCHEQUER AND AUDIT

Lieutenant-Commander Hilton Youn mover 
the second reading of the Exchequer aa Audit 
Departments Bill, the object of which was, he 
said, to adopt the provisions to the Exchequer 
Audit Departments Act, 1866, to present-day con- 
ditions. The expenditure of the country had 
grown from 39 million pounds to 669 millions, 
and it was pro d to give the Controller and 
Auditor-General greater discretion as to the ex- 
tent of his audit. The present Controller, Sir 
Henry Gibson, was retiring after 36 years’ 
publie service. 

The debate was adjourned.

AN ALIEN INSTRUMENT. 
(BY Cc. H. B.) ‘ 


YOUTH. 
In the spring of life the blood rune quicker, 
growth is continuous, and no intrusive alkalis 
lend weight and langour to elastic limbs. 
The adolescent mind, growing and hungry for 
that whereon to grow, seeks everywhere and 
unceasingly for now seneations and new exer- 
cises. Energy and variety are the keynotes 
of youth. The foundations of accomplishment 
are laid, but accomplishment itseif is the 
prerogative of maturity. f youth is set to 
accomplish, it ceases to be youth and becomes 


premature middie age. The epithet 
‘* glorious “” is commonly applied to youth, but 
it should more properly be given to the first 
lustres of manhood and womanhood. The 
physical rhythm and mental plasticity of the 
young seem glorious to their elders; but, as & 
matter of fact, the spiritual travailinge and 
intellectual imadequacies of the young are 
rather inglorious. For every occasion on which 
the recollection of some episode our 
adolescence fills us with proud, bus regretful, 
longing there are a dozen when we blush’ to 
recall the gaucheries and  self-complacenciee, 
the solemn conceits and hectic extremes, the 
pompous ezgoimms and piffulent reserves that 
were the order of our young day. 


Youth looks lorious—from a distaner. 
Close at hand it becomes a nuisance to us just 
as it is a nuisance—rather an inglorious 


nuisance—to itself. For youth is nothing if 
not earnest. It takes itself and everything it 
does and thinks ultra-seriously—largely because 
it has not yet discovered that neither by taking 
thought nor exercise can man add a hair's 
breadth, much less a cubit, to his stature. “In 
the nursery one pretends that things are as 
one would have them be, and that is enough. 
In youth one has an infinite faith in one's 
ability to re-mould the sorry echeme of things 
nearer to one’s heart's desire. In middle age 
the realisation that we are quite helpless in 
the matter is compensated by the discovery 
that the ineptitudes of life are personal rather 
than cosmic and that the scheme of things « 
really not half bad. 

I write this lying in a punt on the Cherwell, 
in the self-same spot and, for all I knów, m 
the self-same punt that lulled me to pleasant 
siumber some two-and-twenty years ago—an 
owlish young egoist whose only excuse was tha 
owlishness and egoism were the fashion, 
that, in between enthusiasms, we permitted 
ourselves to cultivate a tolerable seme of 
humour which, was later to develop for our 
salvation into ‘a sense of proportion. Ag [ 
look .back now, I realise that those were far 
from being the happiest days of my hfé. 
One had no financial troubles, few restraints, 
no enemies. Nevertheless, one contrived/ to 
make life a burden to oneself by attaching 
wholly unnecessary gravity to the amal] thinge 
of life. One rowed, not for the fun of the 
thing, but for the honour of the College, and 
it became a heavy responsibility: One toiled, 
not for the love of learning, but to appease 
an itritalle parent who never lost an oppor- 
tunity to remind one that one was enjorin 
educationa) advantages at his expense whic 
he himself had been compelled to forego. 

One did not mind the expense part of it 
or the fact that the parent was irritable. 
What rankled was the knowledge that, as be- 
tween the cloistere? collegiate life and the 
hard school of experience in which the parent 
had made good, the advantage was all with 
the latter, and that in consequence one would 
never be the man one’s father was and that 
it was unfair to etpect. it. But, above all, 
we took with preposterous seriousneas the tack 
of putting the world to rights and never 
wearied of decrying, generally over plates of 
muffins, the social end political follies of the 
age. Though I am a taxpayer and 
the father of a family, nothing could 
now induce me to grow solemn over Mr. Liord 
George or lose sleep about Mr. Austen Cham- 
berlain. But in my College days I can remem- 
ber becoming vehement about the last-named 
gentleman's revered parent, and livid with fury 
over Sir Campbell Bannerman. It did not 
matter what the social canker was—the Oxford 
Movement, or Aubrey Beardsicy, or the %n- 
adequacy of the. Volunteers: we knew just what 
wae the maiter, and who was to blame. 

Not that we ever tried to do anything abeut 
it Ours was no real enthusiasm with 
blood in it. We thought we were im earnest 
when we were simply gg the sharp edge 
of our cockerel intellects on the knife-board of 
current events. We did not take our subjecte 
seriously; but we took ourselves seriously in 
regard to those subjects, and no man who takes 
himself seriously can really, be extremely happr, 
though he may be cheerful. We were generally 
cheerful—the muffing were responsible for that 


—but we were unhappy in so far 
as life was one longdrawn-out process 
of discovering that we were less intelligent 


than we thought we were. As a matter of 
fact, we were going through a perfectly 
natural process that is, no doubt, common to 
all youth from the College undergraduate to 
the adolescent Senegambian. Had we re- 
mained aware of our limitations from the 
start, we would have become unntterable hour- 
yrois, and none of we would have accomplished 
-}anything. Under those conditions universities 
would have perished from the face of earth 
long ago. 


STATIC HAPPINESS. 

Being now middle-aged and disillusionised—- 
a philosopher taught in the school of expe- 
rience to shun emotions and seize opportunity 
by the tail—L am, of course, able to enjoy 
Oxford as I never could have enjoyed it in my 
salad days, but--equally of course—am pre 
vented by uvkind circumstance from more than 
sipping at the Pierian spring. Lying with my 
heed on a e6oft cushion, waiting for the 
kettle to boil, I allow no carking§ cares 
to obtrude. 1 cannot be seid to pluck the day 
because, slave of the ink-pot that | am—or, to 
be aecurate, of the portable typewriter—every 
day must bring forth iis quota of words, as 
long as there are politicians to pulverise, theories 
to propound, and clouds of anxiety to dissipate 
with mirth and song. I pluck the moment, 
however, and allow nothing, good or ill, perfeet 
or imperfect, false or true, to trouble me. a 
river is cool, the shade graeious, Magd 
Tower a dream in etone. Not three yards away 
a sedge-warbler is feeding a brood of* weil 
fledged yaungsters and a sophisticated water rat 
sits under the bank waiting for the surplus of 
tea to come his wey. i 

This is static happiness advanced to t 
“nth” power. If the whole scene, matter and 
thought, could be frozen into perpetual im- 
mobility, like the young people on the Grecian 
urn, death would be neither necessary nor 


sirable. But change and movement are 
the inevitable law of hfe and, mare- 
over, the kettle is boiling. The pleasures 


of refiection must be exchanged for the 
pleasures of the table—and no bad thing, at 
the right time and in the right place. Then, 
as the evening breeze gets up and the water 
becomes blobby with shadows and the mos 
quitoes become vooal with bleod-lust, the 
pleasures of exercise must supervene. But ne 
one ever got heart disease through poling s 
punt. and even hauling the tea- et home is 
mérely the thin end of the white man’s burden. 
One wishes foolishly that it might be ever 
thue—that life could be one iong river, the 
world a punt, tea and reflection the ulti 
purpose. But, alas! monotony is the one t 
that divides men from the gods. 
In- valleys of springs of rivers, 
By Olney and Teme and Chun, 
The country of easy livers, 
The quietest under the eun,
